American Federation of Labor 
Likely to Suffer Dam- 
age Actions. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—By far the 
Most serious blow.that has yet been de- 
livered by the SupFeme Court of the 
Wnited States to organized labor was 
given today when that tribunal an- 
nounced its decision that labor organiza— 
tions are Hable to damages for boycotts 
egainst manufacturers engaged in inter- 
atate commerce. 

The decision was rendered in the case 
ef Loewe & -0., hat manufacturers of 
Danbury, Conn., vs. Martin Lawlor and

ters’ Union of-that city. 

The decision of the Court was an- 
neunced by Chief Justice Fuller and 
reversed the holding of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
gecend circuit. 

‘Neo Dissenting Voice. 


'@ The opinion of the court was unani- 


mous and no dissenting view was pre- 
sented. Chief Justice Fuller said: 

“In our opinion the combination de- 
ecribed in ae declaration is a combi- 

estraint of trade or com- 
rmueerce in the several states, in the sense 
in which. these words are used in the 
act. action ~ean be maintained 
accordingly, and that conclusion rests 
on many judgments of this court, to the 
effect that the act prohibits any com- 
bination whatever to secure action 
which essentially obstructs the free flow 
of commerce between the states, or re- 
stricts in that regard the lberty of busi- 
ness, - 

“The combination charged falls within 
the class ef restraints of trade aimed to 
compel third parties and strangers in- 
voluntarily not to engage in the course 
of trade except on conditions that the 


combination imposes. 


Overrulés All Objections. 
‘In this case the restraint alleged would 
operate to entirely destroy the defend- 


_ ant’s business and thereby include intra- 
State trade as well;

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Discovery is Made at Port. of Spain—Is Second 
Time Explosive Has Been Put 
With Fuel 








WASHINGTON, Feb. 3-—The com- 


manding officer of the battleship Ohio 
reports that, while taking coal from 
the chartered coaler Fortuna, at Port 
of Spain, Trinidad, a stick of dynamite 
about five inches in length was found. 
The Fortuna had a cargo of new river 
coal supplied by the Berwynd-White 
Coal Co. at Newport News, Va. This 
is the second time that dynamite has 
been found in coal furnished a United 
States man-of-war. 





The previous case occurred more than 
a year ago, and it resulted in an order 
being issued by Admiral Evans enjoin- 
ing all officers and men engaged in 
coaling ships to examine coal carefully. 

The order described the general ap- 
pearance of dynamite and gave certain 
mecessary precautions to be observed. 

This dynamite was evidently a stick 
used in mining the coal and escaped the 
observation of thé miners and persons 
who subsequently handled the coal.

The youth’s story is that he had been 
sitting reading when his mother called 
him downstairs; that when he reached 
the lower floor she made a lunge at 
hi mwith a razor, inflicting a deep 
wound on hig right arm, and that in at- 
tempting to restrain her he choked her. 
Young Gray sai dthat when he found 
his mother was dead he was so fright- 
ened that he did not give the alarm for 
an hour or more, when he called up 
his brother and the police. To his broth- 
er he telephoned: 

“Mother is done for; I 
her.” 
Members of the family and neighbors 
say that Mrs. Gray was a very high- 
strung woman, prone to hysteria, verg- 
ing on insonity.

Chris Von der Ahe, whose old Browns 


won the baseball championship four 
years in succession, and who hired a cart 
to haul his gate receipts from Sports- 
man’s Park to the bank, filed a petition 
of voluntary bankruptcy Monday in the 
United States District. Court, alleging 
that he has only $200 assets to offset 
$27,865.34 Iabilities. 

Von der Ahe owned the. St. Louts 
American Association team from its 6r- 
ganization in 1876 until his retirement in 
1898. Many of his largest debts are notes 
for money: borrowed for the support of 
the club. In his day he was the greatest 
baseball magnate in America, and was 
worth a quarter of a million dollars,

Von Der Ahe lost his fortune through 
investments, such as his night racetrack 
at Sportsman’s Park and his “‘shoot the 
chutes” attraction, a lavish habit of 
indorsing the checks and signing the 
bonds of all comers, and through loans 
to finance his ball team when its de- 
cline began. His largest creditor is Ed- 
ward €C. Becker, who loaned him $15,50¢ 
for the team in i898. A similar debt 
for $1391.85, contracted in 1898,.is owed 
to Badmund H. Pendleton. 

In 184 Von der Ahe mortgaged his 
saloon at Grand and.St. Louis avenues 
for $44,000 to the Northwestern Bank 
to get money for the Browns. In Jan- 
this year, the mortgage was fore- 
closed, after he had almost paid the 
principal in interest. Among his lia- 
bilities is a debt of $50 for rent, present- 
ed by the bank for the time he occupied 
the saloon after the foreclosure. 

‘To Become a Grocer. 


His debts consist largely of liquor and 
cigar bills and of judgments on notes. 
Von der Ahe, according to William A. 
Kinnerk, his attorney, plans to start in 
the grocery business as soon as the 
bankruptcy proceedings are finished. It 
was in this business that he made his 
first money. He is now ill at his home, 
3613 St. Louis avenue. 


For a time he was threatened with 
death from pneumonia, but he buoyed 
himself up with the hope that when he 
recovered he might again embark in the 
baseball business. During his illness he 
laid plans to go to Chicago and agaiu 
become manager of a. team. 

From his sick bed he tried in vain to 
work financial wires which would bring 
him funds for ‘his second start in life. 
Friends are said to have dissuaded him 
from going further into debt for a pur- 
pose which seemed to them to be vision- 
ary.

The tragedy led to the downfall of one 
of the picturesque figures of Buropean 
politics—Premier Franco, the “Tron Dic- 
tator,” whose policies inflamed the popu- 
lation of Portugal and led indirectly to 
the assassination. Franco was deposed 
today and was replaced by Admiral Fer- 
reira Do Amaral, who heads the new 
cabinet. 

Dispatches state that the Government 
of Spain has ordered the cruiser Prin- 
cessa de Asturias to Lisbon and Great 
Britain has ordered the cruisers An- 
trim, Carnarvon, Drake and Devonshire 
to sail from Gibraltar. The army and 
navy have sworn allegiance to Manuel 
the new King. and it Is believed the sit- 
vation is under control. 

New King Proclaimed. 

Prince Manuel, Duke of Beja, 
proclaimed King by the Council of State 
early Sunday morning. The King, who 
is in his nineteenth year, assumes the 
title of Manuel II. 

Having announced to the people King 
Manuel's accession to the throne, Pre- 
mier Franco led the highest dignitaries 
of State and the chiefs of the army and 
navy to the royal palace, where they 
swore allegiance to the new sovereign. 


King Not Sertously Hurt. 
The King’s surgeons say his condition 


is satisfactory. His wound in the right 


arm, received when his father and 
brother were killed, is not as severe as 
feared. Indeed, it did not prevent him 
from whipping out a revolver and firing 
at the assassins. 

He carries his right arm in a sling, 
but says he has no pain. If no com- 
plications follow, he will soon be well. 

The bodies.of King Carlos and Prince 
Luiz were embalmed and will lie in 
state, according tq the custom of the 
court. The funeral will be held on Mon- 
day, Feb. 1.

ROOSEVELT AND LINCOLN. - 

We may gain a fair idea of the President's 
frame of mind by considering the closing para- 
graph of his special message, in which he likens 
his own conflict with the evils of today to that 
in which Abraham Lincoln was engaged at the 
time of his second inauguration. 

On the 4th of March, 1865, a million of men 
were in the fleld. More than 300,000 had died 
in’ battle or in hospital. Six thousand millions 
of dollars had been expended. One quarter of 
the country east of the Mississippi hail been 
laid waste. There was mourning in many homes 
and.it was Becoming a question whether the 
people could stand the strain much longer. 

With this situation before him the sad and 
sober Lincoln mede use of words which were 
pregnant with meaning as applied to that period 
of sacrifice and anxiety but which could be as- 
sociated with the events and the men of today 
only in the mind of a colossal egotist. 

Lincoln’s messages and speeches may be search- 
ed in vain for vituperation of the men against 
whom the country was in arms. He judged 
nobody. He did not exalt himself. He was 
patient, charitable and wise, but his purpose did 
not waver and his zeal was never quenched. 

Such a man could say with all the eloquence of 
sincerity that he held malice toward nore, but 
how does that sentiment souna when it falls from 
the lips of a magistrate who flies into a fury in 
discussing mere business wrongs and who indi- 
cates in every sentence of his writings that he is 
violently intolerant of criticism? 

A good many men are fond of likening them- 
selves to Abraham Lincoln, but we do not have 
in any conspicuous place a man who withers 
and shrinks and shrivels so quickly when brought 
into comparison with that august figure as the 
one who now occupies the White House. 
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HOODWINKING A GRAND JURY. 

The December Grand Jury made a phonograph 
of itself for the paving companies when it ac- 
cepted the dictum of the latter that a five-year 
guaranty costing the same is better than one 
for ten years, in that “it secures better pave- 
ment, avoids annoyance and uncertainty and 
gives the city better control over its highways.” 

By the same process of reasoning an insurance 
policy on life or property running for five years 
gives better security, avoids annoyance and un- 
certainty and enables the insured to exert a 
better control over himself and his property 
than one running for ten years at the same price. 

This is the feeble sophistry which the paving 
companies have advanced in their own behalf 
and in extenuation of official favoritism. There 
is not a business man in St. Louis who does not 
know that it is preposterous or who will not 
be surprised to find a grand jury made up pre- 
sumably of intelligent men subscribing to an 
idea so completely at variance with commercial 
practices. 

Paving in St. Louis is costly and wasteful and 
there is. reason to believe thac it is governed 
largely by favoritism if not by something worse. 
All the grand juries from, now until doomsday 
cannot make the seeisaulhciomans appear as 
anything else than a deliberate sacrifice of public 
interests. 
THE MISSOURI APPETITE. 

Missouri’s Federal officeholders never did 
agree very well, and so there is nothing new 
in their quarrels at this time: All of them are 
passionately fond of the pie counter, but they 
have different ideas as to the best method of 
approaching it. 

In the present emergency the disputes visible 
in some quarters are not due to any differences 
of opinion as to the desirability of the refresh- 
ments which are plainly in view. They arise al- 
together from conflicting moral principles bear- 
ing upon the ways and means of securing these 
edibles not only for the present but’ for the 
future. 

One Postmaster is out-and-out for Mr.. Taft, 
believing him to be the coming man, whereas 
another, equally well disposed toward that gen- 
tleman, has in mind the possibility of accident 
and as a mere matter of caution would not com- 
mit himself too early. Thus, while at times 
there may seem to be discord among the brethren, 
in truth they are united heart and soul in a 
noble purpose. 

Friction of this sort as to non-esséntials is 
found among the best and the greatest. If all 
good men could see everything alike some of 
our bitterest contentions would be removed. Yet 
it is frequently the case that long disputation 
over collateral issues serves to make harmony 
as to things really vital all the more pro- 
nounced. 

Missouri’s postmasters may be expected, there- 
fcre, to present a solid front when they move 
boldly on the pie. These preliminary skirmishes 
are mere appetizers. 
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HARMON’S LITTLE MISUNDERSTANDING. 

Says Judson Harmon: “Many Republicans have 
grown weary of broken promises to revise the 
tariff.” 

So weary that they are likely to leave off 
promising altogether, if their past system of dis- 
carding frayed excuses indicates anything. 

The tariff began as“a means of revenue, then 
developed incidental protection. After it became 
primarily or essentially protective, the excuse of 
“infant industries” was dropped. Later the fiction 
of “reciprocity” was invented, and discarded as 
soon as the necessity for it disappeared. Old 
Tariff Commission, the full dinner pail, revision 
by its friends, and various other excuses, apol- 
ogies and temporizations have been discarded as 
soon as possible. 

People have ceased to take these things se- 
r:ously and their useless repetition has begun r¢ 
bore. Very little is likely to be heard of the new 
notion of “revision in 1909," or “revision after, 
and not before, an election.” 

The fact is that the Republican voters no 
longer exact serious promises from their party 
and the ones made are made to be broken. When 
the protectionists become a little bolder they will 
cease their mummery altogether. : 

But the point that escapes Mr. Harmon and 
other hopeful Democrats who plead for Repub- 
lican votes is that the Republicans are not weary 
of the tariff itself—only of the empty tariff 
promises. It ought to be apparent by this time 





that the Republican party is organized on a basis 
of all the tariff it can get and the less said about 
it the better.

She sings “A 
Gown for Each How of the Day” as 
blithely as if those $47,000 had been 
profitably invested in such pleasing pos- 
sessions, she joins with Mr. Harlan in 
singing ‘‘A Lesson in Kissing’’ precisely 
as though she had not. kissed good-by 
to her money a8 one phase of such a 
lesson, a little while later she vocalizes 
to us that ‘‘she just can’t make her eyes 
behave,” and there’s never the sign of a 
regretful tear in them, and, finally, 
when she aske us, lvrically, ‘“‘Won'’t You 
Be MY Teddy Bear?” it’s plain to be 
seen that she doesn't cherish the least 
resentment against the original Teddy, 
believed to be responsible for the finan- 
cial stringency of which she is a reputed 
victim 
And that this is “goed losing’ on the 
part of Miss Held no one can gaingay.
